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U.S.  dry  pea  exports  reached  92,287  metric  tons  (nearly  2 million 
bags)  in  the  marketing  year  ended  July  31,  1962.  This  was  the  second 
highest  commercial  export  in  history,  exceeding  the  previous  record 
of  102,386  metric  tons  (2,176,000  bags)  in  1959-60.  Larger  quantities 
were  exported  in  1946  but  these  included  extensive  government  ship- 
ments to  wartime  areas  for  relief  purposes. 


Less  than  20  years  ago,  the  United  States  was  a net  importer  of  dry 
peas,  but  is  now  one  of  the  2 largest  pea  exporters  in  the  world. 

The  Netherlands  is  the  other.  The  Dutch  usually  run  a close  second; 
sometimes  they  are  first. 

The  best  markets  for  U.S.  dry  peas  in  recent  years  have  been  the 
United  Kingdom,  West  Germany,  and  Venezuela.  Canada  has  not  been  a 
large  market  by  comparison  but  has  been  a consistent  purchaser.  The 
Netherlands,  although  a large  exporter,  shows  a significant  uptrend  of 
imports  from  the  United  States. 


Export  data  by  type  of  dry  peas  were  not  available  prior  to  1941,  but 
since  then,  data  for  several  classes  of  peas  have  been  reported  sepa- 
rately.
